FED.  TRADE  COMMISSION 
SEEKS  A  CLEANER 
SEED  BUSINESS 

900  dealers  representing 
every  interest  in  the  whole¬ 
sale  grass  and  field  seed  in¬ 
dustry  were  invited  by  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission  to 
assemble  in  Chicago,  Decem¬ 
ber  20th,  and  discuss  ways  and 
means  for  promoting  a  cleaner 
seed  business.  Subject  to  the 
final  approval  of  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission,  eight  reso¬ 
lutions  were  adopted  for  the 
future  conduct  of  the  industry. 
Those  most  interesting  to 
Eastern  seed  dealers  were 
number  seven,  prohibiting  the 
guaranteeing  of  seed  against 
decline,  giving  rebates  or  re¬ 
pricing;  and  number  eight,  for¬ 


bidding  the  sale  of  seeds  below 
cost  for  the  purpose  of  injur¬ 
ing  a  competitor.
